CRYING FOR PORK. 


Yielding to the fear that tbe coun- 


try would not approve of extravagant 
appropriations for rivers and harbors 
the Congress cut tbe last bill to tbe 
bone. But now elections have 
been 


held, and some hungry constituents in 
localities where dry runs and water- 
less rivers are to be improved lire pre- 
pared to come back to Washington in 
December in search of about forty 
million dollar? in appropriations.

criminated against, especially for com- 
mercial purposes. The United States 
Government has officially approved red 
hickory and declared that It has been 
found that weight for weight It is just 
as serviceable as white hickory.

War Department has bought so many 
axe handles made of hickory that it K 
bragging about the bargain that it 
has made with the dealers in saving 
one-fourth the former purchase price. 


FIXING WEIGHTS. 


Tbe United States Bureau of Chem- 


istry Is increasing Its usefulness 
by 


publishing information concerning the 
regulation of net weights, and in pro- 
mulgating new orders covering differ- 
ent food products. 
It has been found 


impossible In tbe past to remove ques- 
tijns of doubt as to weight of green 
coffees received from foreitrn countries. 
and therefore tbe government will not 
Insist upon package coffee being stamp- 
ed as to the weight of the contents. 
However, In this connection tbe 
net 


weight of 
cans 
of 
oysters, clams, 


shrimps must hereafter be stated 
in 


terms of tbe drained meat which tbey 
contain. The application of this prin- 
ciple of weight is rapidly being ex- 
tended to all sorts of food supplies. 


WHERE LINCOLN DIED. 


Directly across Tenth street from 


tbe old Ford 
Theatre 
building, in 


Washington, is a dull colored four-story 
brick building, wedged in between sur- 
rounding structures that might have 
been pretentious In tbe days of the 
Civil War. There are a number of res- 
taurants in the block at tbe rear and 
once an oil supply bouse did business 
close at hand. On two or three oc- 
casions there has been fire in the neigh- 
borhood. The dull colored brick build- 
ing Is decorated with a sign, an Amer- 
ican flag always floats from one of the 
upl>cr windows. It Is the building in 
which Abraham Lincoln died.

So 
are two of the lilac blips grafted ou 
my privet hedge, September 23d, 1914. 
We have tuul a few very heavy frosts. 
None of these grafts may be able to 
stand the possibly (oming blizzards of 
the severe winter months. I cannot 
tell. I do not know, I can only hope, 


The relation of plants to tempera- 


tures is a very deep, new study, and 
muu must be humble and get down on 
his knees to the plants and learn. If 
one per cent, of my grafts live through 
the winter I shall be satisfied. 
But 


Itucks county "could" be turned into 
tbe floral paradise of tbe world If 
Bucks county women only said so. 
Tbey are tbe Pennsylvania 
human 


beings who, as a class, care for the 
flowers of home and the bouse plants. 
Not tbe men. As a class Bucks coun- 
ty men care little for the beauty of 
the Bucks county flowers. Tbe world's 
new Christmas tree will be welcomed 
most by the women.

When the first cold snap comes down 


go the windows in homes and ollices 
and whatever fresh air is obtained finds 
its way in when somebody opens the 
door to enter or depart. 


If the heating arrangements are 


deemed Insufficient tliey are often sup- 
plemented with 
oil 
heaters 
or gas 


stoves. 
In the vast majority of cases 


these have no flue connections and as 
they burn they exhaust the oxygen in 
the air with great rapidity. 
When 


the atmosphere in u room Is devitalized 
in this manner It becomes dangerously 
unfit to breathe as- the life supporting 
qualities are exhausted. 


When gas stoves are used -without 


ventilation there is danger from car- 
bon monoxide gas. This is an odorless 
gas which also escapes from coal fire, 
one per cent, of which will kill a 
horse in two minutes. It is visible as 
the blue flame which burns over An- 
thracite coal after It is put on the 
fire. 
This gas 
wfll often permeate 


the entire nouse from the furnace in 
the cellar or from the kitchen range. 
The 'sulphurous 
gas 
which escapes 


with It is irritating to the olfactory 
organ and so usually gives warning. 


To guard against the escape ot gases, 


fire doors and stoie lids should irot be 
opened or removed beyond the point 
where the flame of a match held close 
outside will be drawn inward. As long 
as the draft is up the chimney the 
gas will be carried with it. 


Unfortunately tlie majority of heat- 


ing systems ore planned without pro- 
viding for ventilation. Direct steam 
and hot water plants which have this 
pernicious fault of making no provision 
for the admission of fresh air are re- 
sponsible for much ill health.
